SCHCENER: 

In  a  sense  that  suggests  a  parallel  to  painting.  The 

painter  creates  a  work  of  art  on  a  canvas  by  using 

brushes  and  pigments.  The  dancer  creates  a  work  of  art 

on  the  stage  by  making  expressive  use  of  the  human  body. 

When  the  painter  starts  he  has  a  blank  canvas,  when  he  - 

finishes  a  work  of  art.  In  the  same  way,  the  dancer 

starts  with  empty  space  and  creates  a  work  of  art  within 

it.

SCHOENER  (Cont.) 

There  is  no  question  about  the  fact  that  the  dance  is  a 
wonderful  medium  of  expression  and  communication.  Me 
have  seen  how  a  dance  can  evolve  from  simple  body  movements 
like  a  walk  and  then  develop  a  theme  and  become  the 
expression  of  an  idea,  like  June’s  "Bargain  Counter" .  In 
the  compositions  that  we  saw,  I  realized  how  many  variation 
there  could  be  in  the  expression  of  ideas  through  the  dance 
You  can  create  two  different  dances  to  the  same  piece  of 
music  or  have  a  soloist  or  a  group  dance  to  the  same  theme. 
Of  course,  everyone  can  dance  as  Ann  pointed  out,  but  in 
order  to  be  proficient,  I  can  see  that  it  requires  a  great 
deal  of  exacting  study  and  practice. 

The  dances  that  you  have  seen  today  are  definitely  a  part 
of  "Art  In  Your  Life"  because  they  are  created  for  today, 
in  the  same  way  that  contemporary  architecture  is  created 
to  fulfill  the  needs  of  our  times.  These  dances  speak  with 
a  simplicity  and  directness  that  is  characteristic  of  our 
time.  I  hope  that  you  enjoyed  today’s  program,  and  we  will 
be  with  you  again  in  two  weeks.  This  is  Allon  Schoener 
saying  good  bye  until  then.
